146. this is related of him, 
But that he had regard to the gyod of his neighbour{(for which i6was 
neceſfry for him to uphold himſelf and his authority) he would'have 
walked the ſtreets half naked, in a contemprible manner; 'that ſhe 
might have been heldand reputed a Mad-man. © And pag; $0. we have 
an account of the Devil's appearing to him, endeavouring to fright and” 
diftra&t him in his Prayers, and was often with alittle ſtick chaſed away 
by him. And pag. 48. we have this Vifion, At ſuch time as he compoſed 
the Conſtitutions of his Society, having one day conſeerated the Holy 
Hoft, and offered ro Almighty God the Rules of his Society, Gol the 
Father ap moſt. gratiouſly unto: him, infinuating by fome my ſti- 
cal ſignification, that it would be a thing pleafing to- his Divine Maje- 
ſty, that che Mather of God ſhould offer up her Prayersunto Him tor 
him ; whereupon the Bleſſed Virgin ſaddenly appeared, recommen- 
ding St. /znatius to the Eternal Father ; and demonſtrating, that her 
own fleſh was there preſent in the Euchariſt, in the fleſh of her Son. 
At one time we have account, that both Father and Son appeared tohim ; | 


and at another, the Holy _ : And many fuch extravagant paſſages, 
which are more probable to be the Fremzies of a Mad-man, thay the Vi- 
fions of a Saint : For God ſays, Exod 37. 20. There ſhall no man fee 
me and live. But it is in vainto bring Scripture againſt thoſe,that both de- 
wy the Scriptures to be the Judge of Controverſie, and likewife make it their

of. the Order, who was Superiour of their Houſe at Solveurn, had gone to- Park, 
bur laying alide his habit, was killed in his Lay-habit.- The Fryar in the Vi- 
zard faid, he was that perſon, and was condemned to Purgatory for that Crime ; 
but he added, that he might be reſcued out of it by his means, and he ſeconded 
this with molt horrible Cries, expreſſing the Miferies which he faffered: The 
poor Fryar ( Ferzer ) was exceflively frighted , but the other advanced, and re- 


_. quired a Promiſe of him to doe -that which he ſhould deſire of him, in order to 


the delivering him out of his 'Torment. "The frighted Fryar promiſed all that he 
asked of him; then the other faid, he knew he' was a great Saint, and that his. 
prayers and mortifications would prevail , but they muſt be very extraordinary. 
The whole Monaſtery muſt for a week together diſcipline themſelves with a 
Whip, and he muft he proſtrate in the form of one og a Croſs, -in one of their 
Chapels, while Maſs was faid in the fight of all thatThould come together to it.; 
and he added that if he-did this, he ſhould 6nd the fects of the: love that the 
B. Virgin did bear him, together wjth many other extraordinary things; and faid, 
he would appear again accompanied with two other Spirits; and aflured him , 
that all that-he did offer for his deliverance, ſhould be moſt gloriouſly rewarded, 
Morning was noſooner come than the Friar gave an account of this' Apghrition. to 
the reſt of the Convent,” who ſeemed extremely furprizcd ar it”, le Eh preſſed 
him 'to undergo, rhe diſcipline that was enjoyned him, and every one-undertook to. 
bear his ſhare ; ſo the deluded Fryar performed it all exattly in one of the Cha- 
pels of their Church : This drew a'vaſt number of SpeCtatours together, who all 
conſidered the. poor Fryar as a Saint, and in the mean while the four Fryers that 
managed the. impoſture, magnibed the Miracle of the Apparitioni to the skies in 
their Sermohs. The Fryar's Confeflor was uponthe Secret, and by this means they 
knew ob 21 19nd aq nap the poor Fryar's life, 'even to his thoughts, which hel- 
ped them not a little in the Conduct of the matter. 'The Confeffor-gave him an Ho- 
ſtie, with-a piece of Wood ; that was, as he pretended, a true piece of the Croſs, 
and by theſe he was to fortify himſelf, if any other Apparitions ſhould come to him, 
{ince evil Spirits would be certamly chained up by them. The Night after that, - 
the former Apparationi was renewed, and the.maſqued Fryar brought two others with 
him in ſach Vizards, that the Fryar thought they were Devils indeed. The Fryar 
preſented rhe Hoſtie. to them, which gave them ſuch a check, that he was fully fatis- 
fied of the vertue of this preſervative. + 

The Fryar, that pretended he was ſuffering in Purgatory, faid ſo many things to 
him relating to the Secrets of his life, and Thoughts, which he had from the Con- 
feſfor, that the poor Fryar was fully pofſefled with the opinion of the reality of the 
Apparition. In two- of theſe Apparitions , that were both managed in the ſame 
manner, the Fryar in the Maſque talked much of the Dominican Order, which he 
faid was exceſſively dear tothe B. Virgin, who knew her ſelf to be conceived in Ori- 
ginal fin, and that the Doors who taught the contrary were in Purgatory : That the 
oppoſed himſelf to 


eaſt of the Conception, was a Forgery : but that it was que, that ſoine hide- 


— 
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- ous Flies had appeared on St. Bonavenzare's Tomb, who taught the contrary. That 
the B. Virgin abhorred the Cordeliers for making her equal to her Son ; that Scoeus 

was damned, whoſe Canonization the Cordeliers were then foliciting hard at Rome ; 
and that the Town of Bern would be deſtroyed for harbouring ſuch plagues within 
their walls. When the enjoined diſcipline was fully performed, the Spirit appeared a- 
gain, and faid, he was now delivered out of Purgatory, but before he could be ad- 

mitted to Heaven he muſt receive the Sacrament, having died without it, and af- 

ter that he would fay Maſs for thoſe, who had by their great charities reſcued him 

out. of his pains. 'Tbe Fryar fancied the voice reſembled the Prior's a little; but he 

was then fo far from ſuſpeCting any thing, that he = no great heed to this ſuſpi. 

tion. Some days after this, the ſame Fryar appearcd asa Nun all in Glory, and told 
the poor Fryar,that ſhe was St. Barbary, for whom he had a particular devotion, and 
added, that the B. Virgin was ſo much pleaſed with his charity, that ſhe intended \ 

to come and viſit him: He immediately called the” Convent together, and gave 

the reſt of the Fryars an account of this Apparition, which was entertained by 

them all with great joy ; and the Fryar languithed in deſires of the accompliſhment 

of the promiſe, that St. Barbara had made him. After fome days the longed-for | 

deluſion appeared to him, clothed as the Virgin uſed to be on the great Feaſts, 
and indeed in the fame Habits: there were about het fome Angels, which he af- 

terwards found were the little Statues of Angels, which they fer on the Altars on 

the great Holy Days. There was alſo a pulley faftned in the room over his head, 

and a cord tied to the Angels, that made them rife up in the Air, and flie about 

the Virgin, which encreafed the delution. 'The Virgin, after ſome endearments 

to himſelf, extolling the merit of his charity and diſcipline, told him that ſhe was 

conceived in Original Sin, and'that Pope Fulszs Il. that then reigned, 'was to put 

an end to the diſpute, and was to aboliſh the Feaſt of her Conception, which 

S:xtus IV, had inſtituted, and that the Fryar was to be the inſtrument of perſua- 

ding the Pope of the truth in that matter : She gave him three drops of her Son's 

bloud, which were three tears of blond that he had ſhed over Fernſalem, and this 

ſignhed thar ſhe was three hours in, Original Sin, after which ſhe was by his Mer- 

cy delivered out of that ſtate : For it ſeems the Dominicans were reſolved fo to 

compound the - matter, that they ſhould gain the main point of her Conception in 

Sin ; yet they would comply fo far with the reverence for the Virgin, with which 

the World was poſſeſſed, that ſhe ſhould be believed to have remained a"very 


* 


ſhort while in that ſtare. She gave him alſo five drops of Bloud in the form of 
a Croſs, which were Tears of Bloud, that ſhe had ſhed while her Son was 

the Croſs. And, to convince him more fully, ſhe preſented an- Hoſtie tohim, 
that appeared as an ordinary Hoſtic, and of a ſudden it appeared to 'be of a deep 
\red colour. The cheat of thoſe ſuppoſed vifits was often repeated to rhe- abuſed 
Fryar; at laſt the Virgin told him, that ſhe was to give him ſuch marks of her 
Son's love to him, that the matter ſhould be paſt all doubt. She faid that the 
five wounds of St. Lucia, and St. Catharine were real wounds, and that ſhe woyld 
alſo imprint them on him ; ſo ſhe bid him reach his hand ; he had no great mfnd 
to receive a favour in which he was to ſuffer ſo much : but ſhe forced his hand, 


Fryar ſpoke through a- pipe, and at the: end of

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And ſtruck a nail through it ; the hole was as big as a grain of peaſe, . nd he ſavy 
| The Candle clearly through u ; this threw him our of a ſuppoſed 1 Into a 
- real agony ; but the ſeemed.to touch his hand, and he thought he fmeft an Oyat- 


ment, with which ſhe anointed it, though his Confeſſour perſuaded him, that that 


was onely an imagination ; ſo the ſuppoſed Virgin left him for that time. 
'. The next night the Apparition returned, and brought ſome lincn Clothes , 
which had ſome real or imaginary virtue to allay his 'Torment : and the pretended 


Virgin faid, they were ſome of the Linens in which Chriſt was wrapped ; and 
with that ſhe gave him a ſoporiferous draught, and while he was faſt —_ the 
other four wounds were imprinted on his body, in ſuch a manner that he felt no 


pain. 

But in order to the doing of this, the Fryars betook themſelves to Charms, and 
the Subprior ſhewed the reſt a book full of them; bur he faid, that before they 
could be effeCtual, they muſt renounce God, and he not onely did this himſelf, 
but by a formal act put in writing ſigned with his Bloud, he dedicated himielf to 
the Devil; it is true, he did not oblige the reſt to this, but onely to renounce God. 
The compoſition of the Draught was a mixture of ſome Fountain-water and 
Chriſm, the Hairs of the Eyebrows of a Child, ſome Quickfilver, ſome grains 
of Incenſe, ſomewhat. of an. Eaſter Wax-Candle, ſome conſecrated Salt, and the 
Bloud of an unbaptiſed Child. . This Compoſition was a ſecret which the Subprior 
did not communicate to the other Fryars, By this the poor Fryar, Fetzer, was 
made almoſt inſenſible ; when he was awake, and came out of this deep ſleep, he 
felr this wonderfull impreiion on his body, and now he was raviſhed out of mea- 
ſure, and came to fanjie himſelf to be acting all the parts of our Saviour's Pajli- 
on: he was expoſed tothe People on the great Alcar; to the amazement of the whole 


Town, and to the. no ſmall mortification of the Franciſcans. | The Dominicans 


gave him ſome other draughts that threw . him into convulhons, and when he 
came out of thoſe, a voice was heard, which came through that hole which yer re- 
mains, and runs from one of the Cells along a great part of the Church : for a 
hole, there was an'Image of 
the Virgins, with.a little Jeſus in her, armes, berween whom and his, mother the 
voice ſeemed to come ; the. Image'alſo ſeemed 'to ſhed 'Teers, and a' Painter. had 
drawn thoſe on her Face ſo lively, that the -pgqple were deceived by it. 'The 
little Jefus askt why ſhe wept ; and ſhe faid, it was becauſe his honour was given 
to her, {ince it was faid that ſhe war boza without fin: in concluſion, the Fryras 
did ſo -over a&t.-this matter, 'that at laſt. eyen the poor deluded Fryar /hianſelf 
came to diſcoyes-it, and refolyed ro quit. the Order, © |» | 

It was-in vait,to delude him with, more Apparitions ; for he wellnigh kiltd a 


Fryar that came to him, perſonating the Virginin another ſhape with a Crown on her 


head : he alſo over-heard the Fryars once talking amongſt themſelves; of the Con- 
tivance and Succeſs of the impoſture, ' ſo plainly, that he diſcoyered the-whole Mat- 
ter,. 2nd upon that, as may be calily imagined, he was filled wh all the borrour 


with which fuch a Diſcovery could inſpire him, |

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The Fryars fearing that an impoſture, which was carried on hitherto with fo 
much ſucceſs, ſhould be quite oiled, and be turned againft them,thought the {ure!t 
way was to own the whole Matter to him, . and to engage him to carry on the 
Cheat. They told him in what eſteem he would be, if he continued to ſupport the 
reputation that he had acquired, that he would become the chief perſon of - the Or- 
der ; andin the end they perſuaded- him to goon with the Impolture : Bur art laſt, 
they fearing leſt he ſhould diſcover all, reſolved to poyſon him : of which he was 
ſo apprehen(ive, that once a Loaf being brought him, that was prepared with ſome 
ſpices, he kept it for ſome time, and it growing green, he threw it to ſore young 
Wolves Whelps that were in the Monaſtery, who died immediately. His conſtitu- 
tion was alſo ſo vigorous,that though they gave him Poyſon five ſeveral times,he was 
not deſtroyed by it ; they alſo preſt him earneſtly to renounce God, which they 
judged neceſſary, that fo their Charms might have their efte&t on him ; but he 
would never conſent to-that : At laſt they forced him to take a poyſoncd Hoſtze,which 
yet he vomited up ſoon after he had ſwallowed ir down ; that failing, they uſed 
him ſo cruelly, whipping him with an iron Chain, and girding him about to ſtrait 
with it, that to avoid farther Torment he fwore to-them, in a molt imprecating 
ſtile, that he would neyer diſcover the ſecret, but would ſtill carry it on; and to 
he deluded them till he Found an ity of getting out of the Convent, and of 

throwing himlelf into the hands of the Magiſtrates, to whom he diſcovered all. 

The four Fryars were ſeiſed on, and put in priſon, and an account of the. whole 
Matter was ſent, firſt to the Biſhop of Lauſanne, and then to Rome ; and it may be 
ealily imagined, that the Franciſcans took all poſible care to have it well examined, 
the Biſhop of Lauſanne, and of Ziom, with the Provincial of the Dominicans, were 
appointed to form the Proceſs. "The four Fryars firſt excepted to Feezer's credit; but: 
that was rejected : "Then being threatned with the Queſtion, they pur ina long 
plea againſt that ; but though the Provincial would not- conſent to that,yet they were 
put to the queſtion ; ſome endured it long ; bur atlaſt, they all confelled the whole 
progreſs of the Impoſture. "The Provincial appeared concerned ; for though Ferzer 
had opened the whole Matter to him, yet he would give-no -credit to him; on the 
contrary, he Charged him to be obedient to them, and one of the -Fryars ſaid plajt» 
ly, that he was in the whole ſecret, and'fo he withdrew ; but he died ſome days 
after at Conſtance, having poylon'd himſelf, as was believed. "The Matter lay a- 
ſleep ſome- time, but a year after that a Spy Biſhop. came, authorized with tull 

"power from Rome, and the whole Cheat being fully proved, - the four Fryars were 
folemnly degraded from- their Priefthood, and eight days after, it being the laſt of. 
May 1509; they were burnt in a'Meadow, on the other fide of the River, over a- 
gainſt the great Church ; the place of their Execution was ſhewed me, as. well as 
the Hole in the Wall, through which the voicewas conveyed to the Image. It was 
certainly one.of the blackeſt, and yet the beſt carried on Cheat, that has been ever 
known ; -andno doubt had the poor Fryar dyed- before the diſcovery, it had paſled: 
down.to-poſtcrity,. avong of the-gremeſt Miracles that-ever was; and-it gives ſhrewd 
fuſpition, that many of the other Miracles of that. Church, were-of the-ſlamena- 
ture, but more ſucceſsfully finiſhed,

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Miracles wrought by Ignatius, as they are related in Ch: 16. and 17 
cf The Glory of the Bleſſed Father St. Ignatins, Printed at Roven, 
1633. after the Copy compiled at Cracovia. | 


Miracles wrought by St. Ignatius, in his life time. 
Gnativs, Founder of the Szxiety of Feſus, is reported to have done theſe following 


Miracles in his Life time. - - 
It fell out at Barcelona, that two Brothers, about their Patrimony, had long ſued 


. one another, and he, in fine, whoſe fortune it was to loſe the Suit, falling through 


too vehement apprehenſion into deſpair, hung himſelf with a Halter upon a Beam in 
his Chamber : 'The bruit of which came no ſooner to the Earg of St. Ignatius, but 
ſuddenly he betook himſelf to the place, and cutting aſunder the Halter from that 
unfortunate Rafter, gave order that the dead Body ſhould be laid upon a Bed ; 
which done, falling apart upon his Knees, he began with many tears to demand 
the ſafety of that miſerable Creature at the Hands of Almighty God ; but whilſt 


* Jenatius (being at that time but a Student in the Grammar-School) was thus earneſt 


in his Prayers, they who were thre preſent ſtanding in fuſpence, with their Eyes 
fixed upon the Bed, (a thing full of miracle) the dead Man returned ſuddenly to 
life, and had the uſe of his Voice fo long, till calling for a Ghoſtly Father,he had 
confeſſed his Sins and received Abſolution, . and then ar laſt gave up the Ghoſt, late- 
ly redeemed from out the Jaws of Hell into the Hands of his Creator. 

He recovered immediately a certain Man called Baſtids, who had been many 
years ſick of the Falling-Sickneſs, by caſting up his Eyes and Prayers for 
him to Heaven. 

He often chaſed rhe Devil out of poſſeſſed Perſons, by the Sign of the Crofs. 

He reſtored a Woman to health, who lay half dead of a Conſumption, 

He delivered one Simon Rodriguez, being alſo at Death's door, from his Diſeaſe, by 
a pious-Embrace. | 

Fohn Baptiſta Coco, who by accident one. Evening had fo burnt his Hand, that 
it became utterly unſerviceable, and difabled for any manual Function, the next day 
by his Prayers had his Hand healed and reſtored. 

Returning ſick into his own Countrey of a quotidian Ague, and Preaching often 
in the open Fields, (becauſe the Churches were not capable of the Concourſe of Peo- 
ple,) howbeit his weakneſs would not permit him to raiſe his Voice alayd, yet every 
word of his Sermon was perfectly and diſtinttly heard and underſtood by all Men 
for the ſpace of more than 300 Paces. 

.Coming once to vilit one Alexander Petronio, who lay ſick in a dark and cloſe 
Chamber and Bed, in regard the Windows and Doors were kept ſhut to keep out 
the light, he repleniſhed the Room with the ſupernatural ſplendour of his Face, and 
recovered the {ack Perſon, 


He 
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He freed one Elutherio Pontano, who' had been grievouſly moleſted for the ſpace 
of more than two years, with certain foul Temptations of the Devil, by his only ſee- 
ing and diſcourſing with the Party. | 

The College of Loreeto being fearfully haunted with Spirits, appearing in ſundry 
foul ſhapes of Men and Beaſts, and the ordinary Exorciſms, and other Ceremonies, 
uſually having been applied, and thoſe fearfull Apparitions nevertheleſs not ceaſing, 
the Rector of the College addreſſed himſelf by Letters to St. Jnatius, commending 
the buſineſs to his holy Sacrifices and Prayers, who no ſooner received news of it, 
but he abſolutely freed the Houſe from thoſe haunts of ill. Spirits by his Prayers. 
and Letter, not for the preſent only, but for ever after. 

St. Ipnatius his Linen, being waſhed with devotion by a certain devout Woman, 
reſtored life and motion to her withered and dead Arme. 

One Iſaac, a Jew, refuſing with a paſſionate obſtinacy to become a Chriſtian, and 
conterning courteliez,and all orher courſes taken with him by others, was by Saint 
Ignatius foon ſatished, appeaſed, and perſuaded to be Baptized, by the only utte- 
ring of theſe three words, Mane nobiſcum Iſaac. | 

A certain Perſon -of Note, being of a more turbulent Spirit than was fit longer to 
be endured, and St. Ignatius not being able by gentle perſualions to cure his diſeaſed 
Mind, changing ar lalt his ſtyle, and beginning to he pt the Juſtice of. God, and 
repreſent unto him the Vengeance of Heaven, he did it with-ſuch a feeling, and 
expreſſion of fervour, that the Walls and Houſe appeared to him to tremble and 
ſhake with horrour ; with the {ght of which the ſtanders by, being ftricken, im» 
mediately.fell upon their Knees, imploring the Mercy of God by their Prayers and 
Vows; and the Delinquent, proſtrating himſelf at the Feet of St. Ignarius, and 
with a, Voice of Confuſion begging pardon for his offence, ani] low thence 
forward ari amendment of himſelk  _ 1 

Father Leonard ,Keſſelius, reliding at Calen, had a,vehement defire to ſee St. Jonars- * 
us, then at Rome, above 3 50 Leagues diſtant from thence ; | and having beſought 
the B. Father by, Letters, that it might be lawfull for him to travel on foot to Reme'; 
he made anſwer, that his preſence was neceſlary at Colen for the good of others, en- 
joining him beſides not to itir from thence, for that Almighty God- peradventure by 
ſome other courſe might fo. provide, that he-might ſee him, without the pains and- 
toil of ſo tedious a journey ; the Father therefare being one day at his Prayers, Sr. 
Inatius appeared unto him, being yet alive and breathing, and diſcourfed long with 
him, to his infinite contentment. 

The B.. Father lying often ſick, if in the mean time any qe hapned, far 
the ſolving of which has vertue and wiſdom was required, he ſeemed in a manner to 
be perfectly recovered, and-his Mind guiding his Body, appeared a ſound Man ; fo 
that it became familiar to them of the Houſhold, as often as he fell {ick,, ro deſire 
that ſome Buſineſs of Conſequence might happen, for the facilitating of which St. Iz- 
natius might riſe, and be quit of his Diſeaſe, 


Miracies 


Miracles wrought by Se. Ignatius after his deceaſe, 


In the Proceſles for the Canonization of St. Jnatius, commenced by the Au- 


thority of the Ordinaries brſt, and afterwards by that of the See Apoſtolick, more 


than 2.00 Miracles are related, wrought by the Merits and Intercefſion of St. 1p- 
natius after his deceaſe ; beſides which, there are divers others as authentical, nor 
yet publiſhed, (becauſe thoſe former for his C-nonization were more than ſufficient) 


confirmed nevertheleſs by the grave "Teſtimonies of Men beyond exception, and 


Printed at Rome,and other Parts of Italy, in Spain, and in Germany and other Places, 
by the approbation of them whom it concerneth to approve them : Here only I will 
relate ſome few, becauſe my brevity promiſed will not it many. 

When the Body of St. Ignatius lay expoſed upon the Bier, for the performance 
of his Funeral Rites,. one Bernadina, a Roman, had a vehement deſire to bring a 
Davghter of hers, who had been long troubled with the Hemorrhoids, fo grievouſly, 
that no art of Phylick could cure her, to kifs the Hands of his dead Body, affuring 
her ſelf the recovery of her Daughter by that touch ; but the Daughter, tranſpor- 
ted oftentimes bevke preſs of People, not being able for the throng to approach 
near the Body, her Mother laid hold of a piece of his Garment, and had no ſooner 
applied it to her Daughters Body but ſhe was quir of her Diſeaſe. - 

Father Nicholas Bobadilla, having been long {ick of an Ague, was recovered by 
lying in the Bed of 'St. Ipnatiws. 

At Manreſa, a certain Lady of Quality feeling no living motion of her Child in 
her Womb, for the ſpace of three hours before ſhe was brought to Bed, ar laſt 
was delivered of a dead Child ; the unfortunate ſucceſs of which, being much la- 
mented by the ſtanders by, the rather becauſe the Child had not been Chriſtened ; 
the Midwife about half an hour after the delivery of the Woman, implored with 
confidence the help of St. 1gnatiws, and had fearce begun her Prayers, but the Child, 
before pale and black, returned now to Life. 

St. native being beſought for the Life of a little dead Infant of an Indian Wo- 
man, reſtored the Child to Life. | meg 

He reſtored blind Men their Sight, deaf Men their Hearing, lame Men 
their Limbs, cured Men ftricken with the Pallie, others given over by the Phylſi- 
cians and lying at death's door, he reſtored p__ to their Health. He appeared 
to many after his deceaſe, cither delivering them from grievous tentations, or free- 
ing them from their Diſeaſes or other dangers, or giving them good Counſelor fore- 
relling gs to come, - or \.coforting fuch as ſerved him with divine-Conſola- 
tions ;. in his Journey to Heaven, at the very inſtant of his deceaſe at Rome (as 
afterwards appeared by computation of Hours) he appeared in Glory to that Noble 
and Religious Lady Maryarera'de Lilus, cormmending the Society to her, as a prin-

Many Devils have been caſt out of poſſeſſed Perſons, and out of Houſes which 
they haunted, by the Relics of the Holy Father, or by hanging up his Picture. 
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TheOil of the Lamp which burns before his Body, bath wrought many ſtrange 
Cures. . | | 

He hath eaſed many Women who have called upon him in-the extremity of their 
Child-bearing Labours, and beſtowed Children upon barren Women. - - 

At Carpentras a certain Woman being delivered of a Child without motion, and 
of the Complexion of a Blackmeer, 10 that it was doubtfull what courſe was to be 
taken. in this prodigious: accident, whether the Child'-ought to be Chriftened or na, 
or: whether it were to be deferred till ſome motion were <i{covcred 'in it ; at laft, 

= by the perſuaſion of a certain Canon, they implored the aid of St. Ignatius, by 
which the Child was ſuddenly not recovered only, but ſo recovered that his Cout- 
tenance became chearfull and fair. 

He cured: divers of the Pleurifie. - | 
- He protected many Men from the fury of their Enemies ; others, being fallen 
head-long from ſome dangerous precipice, were defended from all hurt by invoking 
his Name. | 

At Ceſenza one Angelo ; the Eve of St. Ignatius, in expreſſion of his 
affection, had filled his Win with many Paper-Lanthorns, adding to each 
Lanthorn the Picture of the Saint, and with infinite demonſtrations of gratulation, 

often theſe words, Io Loyola, B. Pater io.! but in the midft of this triumphs 

by chance it came to pas, that by the greatneſs of the Wirid the Fire had takers 
hold of his Lanthorns, which when it was obſerved by ſome Raſcality of the Vul= 
gar, they began to ſcoff at his devotion, upbraiding the man for his ſuperſtition, 
and with a bitter allution to his Motto of Triumph, invert the words of it thus; 4, 
at, Beatus uritur : At, Loyola crematur ! At which the man growing infimitely out of 
| parience,, out of his ſenſeof this irreligion uſed-to St. Ignatius 5 And I for my part, 
quoth he, have ſo high an efteem of the Sanity of the B. Father, that I believe him ta 
be able to protef his ſinged Pitture from the Fire : Neither was he- deceived in his be- 
lief, for the flame having conſumed the Paper round abour it, forbore to touch the 

. Picture, either-in demonſtration of the Sanctiry of the B. Father, orin obſervan- 
cy of the zeal of him who deſired ir. | | ; 

At Braga a certain Woman having been lately broughr to bed, was fo much 
weakened, for many days after, with a continual Flux of Bloud, thar life could 
hardly be kept in her from following the courſe of the Flux ; who drinking of 
the water into which her Child had been dipped, having been wrapped immedi- 
arely before in the Garmems of Saint Ignazins, her Flux fuddenly ſtopped, and ſhe 
recovered her accuſtomed ſtrength. 

In the Town of Gumarent a certain Woman having loſt the uſe of her Sight 
and Hearing, and received the Holy Oil and other Rites of the Church, lay ut- 
terly out of- her ſenſes; and whilſttome about her, out of Devotion, were. endea- 
vouring to put herin mind of her latt words, a certain Woman, who in courtelic 
came to viſit her, called to remembrance, that a little piece of the Girdle St. Janatius 
uſed in his life zime, having lately been: ſent to her by a Son of hers of the Society ; 
which hewit gran Conflens and —_— towards God, pteſenauly applied 
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to the ſick Woman ; which done, ſhe began to recover her ſenſes by degrees, to 
breath, to ſtretch out her Hands, and make figns for Meat, to the Admiration. 
of the Phyſicians, for the ſuddenneſs of the Cure. All which-things were after- 


/ | 'wards confirmed by the Arteſtation of ſworn Witneſſes. 


At Caglari a certain elder Brother ſnatching up a Knife at dinner time, hurt his 
younger Brother in the Eye ; and at the fame time the Daughter of a certain Gens-. 
tlewoman, carving at the 'Table; was ſorely hurt in like manner, in one: of her: 
Eyes ; both which calling upon the Aid of Saint Jgnarins, were delivered-from dan-. 
ger, beyond expectation. 

Another Woman had been ſo weakned, for the pace of four Months, with- 
continual Pains, that ſhe was utterly deprived of the uſe of her Feet; but the- 
Feaſt of Sr. Iznatins drawing near, ſhe, delirous.ro ke of the common Jollity 
that day expreſſed in our Church, was novfruſtrated of her deſire ; for her Pain cea- 
fing,: and her Feet being reſtored to their wonted Strength, ſhe.-came thither. with 
Joy, ta havea ſhare in the Devotion. 

In the fame place, upon the: Eve of St. Iynarius, the Artillery playing - round, a 
little Infant who, could not ſpeak, and who. had never heard the Name of St. Iyna. 
tjus, cryed:out, to the Admiration of all ftarders by, To ywrrow is the day of B. 1g- 
natius. But they who were preſent, hearing a thing fo full of Wonder, for Expe- 
riment fake, demanded again of the Child, -what was to be done to morrow, who 
anſwered as before. : | 

At Majorca dwelt a certain Womanz who through the Contraction of her Sinews, - 
was become ſo Lame, that ſhe could nat go without. Crutches ; the. whole Town. 
therefore being filled with the nbiſes. at-'T'rumpets, Voices, and other Mulical, 
loftruments, - Almighty God | inſpired her. with a defire of Viſiting our 
Church; who put her ſelf in readineſs-to.,go, notwithſtanding the difſuaſtons of 
her Siſter, who feared ſhe might miſcarry by the preſs at. People, the nevertheles. 
gave no Ear to her Diſſuaſions , but put her ſelf-upon the way, and was ſuddenly 
Cured, 'and recovered ſtrength in her Feet; and throwing away. her.Crutches, with- 
out any help betook her ſelf to the Church, where in 'I'hanks-giving ſhe cauſed a, 
Maſs of the.'B. Sacramento be faid. 

Another Woman, who ſome years paſt had received her Sight -by the means of 
this B. Father, lying now again deſperately ſick , and: being given over by. four, 
Phyſicians, not forgetfull by whom ſhe had received Light before, now again re- 
poſed all her Hopes and Confidence in the fame Phyſician : One Night therefore | 
ſhe called out upon one of the Women, who were accuſtomed to Watch with her. 
Make haſte, quoth--ſhe, come hither with ſpeed and behold+ this Glorious Splendor ! : © if 
thou hadſt come ſooner, thou ſhouldſt. have beheld my Se. Ignatius wifiting me ! for. T am. 
n0w Recovered, and perfely well And the Event conhrmed it. to be true; for the 
Phyſicians themſelves. could . not deny, but that ſhe was Cured by ſome Secret 
Power. ; | | 

At Monte-in Gallicia, a. great: Fire raging for many days. together, and conſu- 
ming a certain Wood, gathered-ſtill new forces, diſperſing: and ſpreading. it = 
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far atid near, there being no humane means to ftop or reſtrain it,to which the Wind 
riſing upon a ſudden, drove the Flames towards. the, Barns and bordering Town, 
ſo that the Fire was now advanced within three or four Paces of the Corn and 
Houſes ; a certain perſon therefore, taking the Picture of St. Ignatius, which he had 
about him, and falling to his Prayers, threw it into the midſt of the Flames, there 
where the Fire raged moſt, and threatned greateſt Ruine, and immediately the fury 
and rage of it ceaſed, the Flames which flew higheſt deſcended and vaniſhed, and 
the whole Fire returned upon a ſudden from whence it began; And, which is worth 
Admiration, a certain Woman, who had obſerved the throwing in of the Picture, 
leaping into the midſt of the ſmoaking Brands, raked away the Aſhes with her Fin- 
gers, and being unhurt, brought away the Picture frofn the midlt of the burning 
Co | 


At Friburg a little Child of three years of age by chance had broken his Arme, 
the Mother of whom fearing the diſpleaſure of her Husband, being then ableng, - 
invoketh the help of St. fgnazins; but ſhe had ſcarce ended: her Prayers, when, to 
her infinite contentment, ſhe found her Child before her. Eyes, whole and with- 
-out hurt. | 

St. Ignatius being invoked, wrought a preſent Cure upon divers who had been 
ſorely wounded, whoſe Cure would otherwiſe have exadted a long time. 

Many Men by the prefence of St. Ignatius his Picture or by the preſence, or by 
the application or touch of his Relicks, have cured the Plague when it raged moſt 
ſorely and confumed Multitudes. - : 

A certain Nobleman at P/aca perceiving the Sky to be overcaſt with thick Clouds, 

and fearing a great ſpoil of his Corn, lying yet open in the Field, made a Vow to 
St. Ignatius for the preventing of the 'T'empelt, fo thar when all the adjoyning Ter- 
ritories fwell'd with flouds of Rain, not.a drop had touched or fallen upon his 
Fields. 
At Naples one Vincentio Pagano having” prepared certain artifcial Fires for the 
Celebration of the Feaſt of- St. Iynatius, had dangerouſly through his own folly 
ſcorched his Hand, upon which accident certain Women of his acquaintance began 
to flock about him, applying ro his burnt Hand a Note or Superſcription of St. Jg- . 
natins his Hand- writing, the touch of which preſently eaſed his pain, and the ra- 
ging of the burnt part, which uſually ceaferh not till a certain day, was out of 
hand appeaſed. | 

At Catanzaro a certain pious Woman, having a Son by one Gaſper Mariſcana, 
(her Husband,) ,out of her Devotion ro St. Ignatim, had'a defire to have him Chri- 
ſtened by the name of Ignatius, howbeit her Husband (in regard the Relicks of 
Ireneus were preſerved in that City ) had rather the Child ſhould have been called 
Fcneus ; but in Conclulion, after much debate about the buſineſs, they concluded 
the Child ſhould be named Ipnatius Irenens ; but this contention occaſioned many diffe- 
rences betwixt the Man and Wife, for the Wife ever aftencalled her Child Ignatius, 
and gave a ſtrit:command to them of her Houſhold to do the like ; and Gaſper on 
the other ſide, commanded them to call him Fren.eus: The difference had continued 
thus betwixt them almoſt three months, when arguing the buſineſs one morning, - 
C 2 they 
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they both grew ſomewhar hot, *till the Farher, at laſt, injeſt., #1, -quath be, 


''. ket the ſirife be put to the arbitrement of the Child it Jeif; #0 which the Mother Was 


contented to agree ; - whereupon the Father, in merriment, demanded :of this Child, 
at that time bat three months old, by what name he would have himſelf called ; 
when, behold ! the Child miraculouſly received the uſe of his Tongue, diftiatly 
pronouncing the name of Jgnarivs ; which Voice fo took his Father with admirgtion 
of the Miracle, thartrem thence forward he gave order his Child ſhould be called 
Ienathus, dedicating him to/ the Service of St. Ignatuus. 

Ir the "Ferrnory of Peru 'iti the W/.;t-Indies, one Chriſtepher Martinez de Peredes, 
for the ſpace of four years together, was forced through the lameneſs of his Feet 
to make uſe of one Crutch in the beginning, and aftcrwards of two ; who hea- 
ring, upon the Feaſt of St. Ignatius, the "Triumph of the People, And ſhall I, quoth 
he, upon this day, when all Men are in jollity, remain as it were an unbidden Gueſt ? ſhall I 
ahme remain deſtitute ? which words he had ſcarce uttcred, when his. Feet recovered 
forces, 'andhe found himſelf fo ſtrong, that early the next morning, without any 
other help, he betook himſelf to the College. 

One Benedjfto Lopez, Prefect of the {ilver Mines, purfuing a certain Erhiepian Fu- 
gitive, was fet upon by five'others at unawares, who ſtabbing and butchering him 
in fundry places dragged him'from- his: Horſe in a moſt . barbarous manner ;- In 
which his extremities he implored-the aid of St. 1onatius, who iprelently preſented 
himſelf crohim in theſe exigents, and laying hold of his Cloak, bare-off, with-both 
hands, the Blows of his Enemies, fo that at laſt ( his Enemies being departed, and 
the B: Father vaniſhed ) he found himſelf fafe, and without hurt, ſaving that his 
Har'and other Garments were pierced. TILL 

' A certain Lady at Avignon had a Son much afflicted with a violent continual Fe- 
ver, who' beſides the Diſeaſe it ſelf, with-the violence of -it had: one of his-Hands 
disjoynted, and in a deformed manner turned the wrong (ide outward, fo that in the 
opinion of the Phyſicians he was in danger of the lofs of his Hand, it not of his 
Life yith it ; which lamentable caſe a certain Religious Woman, allied to the {1c l; 


Youth, compatlionating, vowed three Maſles, and as many Wax Candies to Sr. Jy- 


Tatrus, for the health of her Kinſman; which done, the Youth immediately recu- 
vered, and for a more infallible conhrmation of the Miracle, his'Hand was replaced 
in the right place. A 

At Barcelona one Elizabeth Rebelles, a Religious Woman, being in ſome high 
place buſie about her work, upon -a ſudden unfortunately tumbled headlong to the 
.ground, and received fo fore a blow, that her 'Thigh-bone, whuch 18-the olideli 
Bone of the Pody, was utterly broken; the Phylician and Chirurgion were im- 
mediately- called, who for more than forty _ together, with what diligence was. 
poſſible, applicd all the Remedies their Arts a orded, howbeit to little purpoſe ; in 
conclutzen, the fick Woman was brought to thoſe terms, that in all Mens judg- 
'ments ſhe was paſt recovery, and as it- was. conceived, could not latt longer than 
'thar day ; yernotwithſtanding, as ſoon as a Relick-of St.: Iyarius was apphed to 
her heart, ſhe prefently recoyered; |

One Ferdinando Pertel having - fallen into a.;T'ertian Ague, which afterward pro- 
ved to be a double Tertian, and at laſt a peſtilent Fever, - with a kind of raving 
and fearfull horrour of his Senſes, was forfaken-by. the Phyſicians, and lay in his 
laſt Extremity ; being prepared with all the Rites.afzthe Church, and invoking 
St. Jenatius, Whoſe Picture he held in his/hand, he began ſuddenly to: recover, and 
was cured of his Diſeaſe. | 

One Anne Barzellona, 'a W of ſixty years of age, having for about, the 
ſpace of two. years been- ſo miſeraBly ſtrucken with the Pale , that ſhe, was unhr 
| pore labour, and unable without Crutches to go up and down . ſtairs; and with 
her Crutches alſo ſeemed rather to creep than go ; which when the applica- 
tion of Remedies would not. help, and ſhe befides was taken with an Apoplexy in 
her other {:de, fo that ſhe became impotent, and was confined to her Bed ; tind- 
ing her ſelf thus void of all humanehelp, by the aſliſtence of her Crutches and one 
Margaret her Siſter, ſhe betook her felt to a Chapel of St. Itnatins, two hours 
travelling diſtant from'her Lodging, where making a Vow in honour ot. \1gna- 
rius, immediately ſhe'hegan to tind her ſelf better, and was able to bow her Knee, 
which before was grown {tiff ; and having ended her Devotions, aroſe full of 
contentment, and returned a joytull Woman nimbly 'to her Lodging,

Upon' the Frontiers of Piſcaria he raiſed- a Boy, 'who for many hours together * 
" had lain drown'd in a Well. In the Town of Mrras in like manner he raiſed a- 
nother Boy,who dying of a Peſtilential Fever, had remained dead four and twenty 


" hours. 'At Comire he rais'd a third Body, which had lain huriedunder the Earth 2 


whole 
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:a Whole day together. Near the Promontbry of Cemori- he rais'd a'Girl ; not far 
from that place, a certain married Woman. "In the Ifland of Vaccare near Zeilen, 
the Sor- of a certain Infidel. Ar Malaca the Daughter of one who had been lace- 
ly converted. At Bembari a certain Boy : Another at Comars. - At Punical he rai- 
ſed a Man who had lain dead a whole day. Near Manapar he raiſed one Antons 
Mirands. At Malaca a certain man's Daughter who had been three days buried 
and overwhelmed with Earth. He reſtored to Life -in like manner” the 'Son of 
'0ne Mahomet Serangio, who' had lain three days under Water ; to omit others Tai- 
ſed by him in his Life time. | | | 

After his Death he reſtored almoſt as many to Life. In the Proceſles of his Ca- 
'nonization mention is made of above five and twenty perſons raiſed by him from 
death to'life. He often reſtored blind men to their ſight ; diſpoſſelled poſletied perſons ; 
cared many lying deſperate, and given over by the Phyſicians ; healed ; cal- 
med tempeſtuous Seas ; preſerved Ships from Wrecks ; reſtored the Lame to their 
Limbs; and recovered men ſtricken with the Palſie. He foretold infallibly ma- 
ny things to come ; penetrated mens concealed thoughts ; had -a certain knowledge 
of Secrets and things abſent. He appeared in divers places far diſtant at one and the 
ſelf-ame time ; he ſpake ſeveral Languages which he had never learned, as readily, 
-congruouſly, and eloquently as if he had been born and bred thoſe Nations. 
And it fell our oftentimes, that at ſuch times as he'preached'to multitudes of people 
men of ſeveral Nations, at the fame time heard him utter their own Language ; and 
with one and the ſelf-fame Anſwer -he often ſatisfied the demands of ſeveral Infidels. 
He was fo raviſhed and tranſported with the defire and love of God, that he was . 
often and miraculouſly raiſed from the ground, with a countenance inflamed, eyes 
ſparkling and fixed upon the Heavens ; and being ſurcharged with Celeſtial joy, 
was forced to exclaim, Sat eft, Domine ! Sat eſt. By the ſign of the Croſs he tur- 


. ned falt Water into freſh, in ſeveral Veſlels at Sea. Having dipped a brazen Cru- 


ciix which he wore about his Neck into the Sea, to appeaſe a Tempeſt, and by 
accident loſt it, walking the next day upon the ſhoar, he eſpied a Sea-Crab mira- 


-culouſly bringing him his Crucihx in his claws, which having delivered it, fud- 


denly returned back into the Sea, from whence ir came. 

He ended his life at Sancion, near China, in the year 1552. famous for many 
Miracles. His Body was found entire long after his death, howbeit it was nei- 
ther bowelled nor balmed, but buried in Quick-lime ; and it appeared many months 
after irs deceaſe, lively, full of juce and treſh colour, foft and tractable, ſending - 
forth an admirable fweet favour, and many times Bleeding, for which he was ho- 
noured , and reputed a Saint immediately after his death. It appeareth by the 
Proceſs of his Canonization, that many dead Bodies were raiſed by. him, after his 
death ; that many Lamps burned before his Body with Water onely put into them, 
as clearly as if they had been onely filled with Oil; which being oftentimes ex- 
tinguiſhed, took hre again of themſelves without humane help : that divers were 
cured by him, or by his Relicks, or Pictures, of Leprolte, Palſie and other in- 
curable diſcaſes. | 

Saint Philip Nerins preſerved his Virginity untouched, and he diſcerned in chaſte

St. Anthony was. 2 corpulent- man, but. the Devil, diſplealed. with his good life, 
moleſted him, and one night would have: ſtrangled him,. and had already fer his - 
Hands to his Throat, fo that he was in danger of death; but recommending him-- 
ſelf ts the glorious Virgin, and ſaying the Hymn, © G/orioa Demina, the Devil lett 
him, and. vaniſhed away. See his Life, p. 193. | 

St. Anthony had the gift of :T'ongues, with a pleaſant, clear and-ringing Voice ; 
and though there was at his. Sermons. many 'Thoufand perſons of dilterent Lan-- 
guages, yet they all underſtood him. As at Rome, where the People -of ſundry 
Narions liſtening unto. him, and he preaching in the Italian Tongue, yet they all. 
anderitood him. | 

Preaching-one time in France, near Bruges, in the Field, becauſe of the- multitude. 
of; People, ( ir was Summer, ) and whilit he preached it began to "Thunder and- 
Lighten grievouſly, wherefore the People doubting to be throughly wet, began. 
rs- haſte: away to ſhelter ; St. Anthony bid them be quiet, for they ſhould not be 
wet; all the People gave credit to his words, and none ſtirred out of his place, , 
then it began to rain very much throughout all the Countrey, but upon the Feople. 
that heard his Sermon there fell not one Drop. 

It trapned in the ſame Province in France, that a devout Woman was deſirous: 
to go to. the Sermon of St. Anthony, but her Husband would not ſuffer her becauſe. 
ſhe was ſickly ; ſhe went up unto the top of her Houſe, looking toward the place 
where he preached, and though ſhe was two Miles off, yet ſhe heard the words 
of the Preacher as if ſhe had been:hard. by. Of this the Husband of the 
Woman was witneſs, who calling her, and ſhe anſwering, that. ſhe ſtayed there a, 
hear the Sermon.; he ſcoffed and derided at her words, and with:ſome pain he'weat.. 
up to the place.whese his Wite was, and he alſo heard the words as plain. as if he had-. 
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One time St. Anchony preaching, he ſaw a Traveller approach unto-a noble. La 
dy which was at the Sermon, and ſpeak unto her ; the Saint ſeeing her awch trow- 
b d change her countenarice;bid her ( as he ſhood in the Pulpit ) nat' to. believe 
that falſe Meffenger, who brought her news-that her Son was dead, , for it was a 
lye without doubr, and faid withall, that he that told it her was the Devil. 'The 
wicked Fiend would by this Lye have diſturbed the Sermon, bur feeing himſelf 
diſcovered, he vaniſhed away in all their ghts. | 

St. Anthony being-in Padua, it was revealed to him that. his Father was in dan- 
ger of death at Lisbon, being accuſed of Man-flaughter, whereof he was innocent ; 
wherefore he asked leave K his Guardian, and/having obtained it, -he was carried 
in one Night onely ( by an Angel ) from Padua unto Lizho. Being come thither 
be fpoke with his Father, and brought to pals,: rhut the Judges cauſed the dead 
Body 'to be brought before him ; St. Anthony before auch people asked him if his 
Father had killed him ; the dead Body ſpake; and faid No, and that. he was falily 
accuſed thereof. The Judge, having ſeen the ſtrange Miracle, fct free the Father 
of St. Agthony, who remained in his company all night, and the next day he' was 
carried back from Lishon unto Padua, as he had been brought thither. 

One time St. Anthony Preaching at the Funerals of a rich: man, and among other 
things diſcourſed upon theſe words, Phere thy rreqfure is, there 5s thy bears ;, to con- 
hrm theſe words, the Father ſaid, that the former words be true, it is evident in 
this Rich man, who was covetous, for his Heart was to be found in his Cheſt, 
where his Money lieth ; forthwith ſome went and opened it, and there they 
found the Heart of the covetons man indeed, as frefh as if it had been taken out 
of the Breaſt of a Man. | 

It happened often at the end of the Sermons of St. Anthony, that the People de- 
parted with ſuch deſire to be confeffed; that the Conteffours of his Order, and of 
the other Orders alſo were not ſufficient to fatishe them. He alſo heard Confeſſi- 
ons ; among others he alſo heard the Confefſion of a Paduan, who told him that he 
had kicked his Mother ; St. Anthony reproved him ny and told him that the 
Foot that had ſtruck his Mother was worthy to- be cut oft ; 'Fhe words of St. 4n- 
thony were of ſuch force in the mind of hint that was confelled, that when he came 
home, he himſelf cut off rhe ſame Foot ; St. Anthony being advertiſed thereof, cau-

At length, as ſhe thought, - ſhe obtained her deſire, for ſhe 
found her ſelf with Child. Now it is not to. be conceived that this happened with- 
out the embraces of a man, notwithſtanding who that man «was, or in what man- 
ner, or when this was done, ſhe oft protcited, and with Oaths confirmed it, that 
ſhe was utterly ignorant. Her Father. perceiving this, and not being able by fair 
ſpeeches or threatnings to wreſt from her, -who* was the Father of the Child, for 

ſeriouſly proteſted,that ſhe had never ſuffered the unlawfull embraces of any man; 
hereup>n-in a rage he determined to execute* upon her the Law eſtabliſhed by his 
Anzelives, by which it was enacted, 'I'hatwhartfoever young; Maid ſhould 'be with 
Ch:\4by Fornication-in her Father's houſe, ſhould be thrown; doWh headlong from 
the top of an high Mountain, and the perſon corrupting her ſhould Ibſe his head. In

In a Battel where Prince Elmin was fin, among others therewas ane of the 
Prince's Soufdiers, named Inima, lain, (at leaft in opinion.) This Soldier all day 
and the night following lay the other dead bodies, as if he had- been ſlang

venly Kingdom : But as for thoſe who m their*words, works, and thoughts, have attained to 
perfettion, - ſuch, as ſoon as they have left the body, ſhall enter into that bleſſed Kingdom : 
To the confines of which Kingdom, that place pertains where thou ſaweſt ſo great a Light, 
and heardeſt ſo ſivees Harmony, and waſt refreſhed with ſo aimirably ſweet-ſmelling Odours : 
Thou therefore having ſeen all theſe things, muſt preſently return to thy Body, and again, 
as formerly, live among men. If then bereafter thou wilt be diligent to examime all thine 
ations, and to obſerve uprightneſs and ſimplicity in thy comverſaticn and ſpeeches, thou allo 
after death ſhalt recerve a manſion among theſe joyfull troups of happy Spirits, For I, ha- 
ving departed for a time from thee, did it to this end, that I might ſee what would in the 
end become of thee. When be had ſpoken thus to me, I had 4 horrible averſion from retmning 
#0 my Body, being extremely delighted with the ſweetneſs and beauty of that place which I ſaw, 
and the happy ſociety of the perſons living in it. Notwithſtanding I bad not the boldneſs to 
make any ſuch requeſt to my Guide. And whilſt I was buſie in theſe thoughts, I know not how, 
I preſently perceived that I was again alive among men. CT. p. 500. 

Saint Decumanus, When his Head was cut from his Body, the Trunk railing it 
ſelf up, took the Head, which it carried. from the place where it was {)ain to a 
Spring nar far off, which flowed with a molt chryitalline Water, in- which with 
the Hands it waſhed the bloud away ; which Spring, in reverend memory of the 
Saint, is to this.day called St. Decumanus's Spring, near to which place the Body, to- 
gether with the Head, was buried. Cr. p. 526. 

In thaſe days there was in the Territory of Yorceſter a certain place wholly un- 
cultivated, and almolt unpaſſable, by reaſon of "Thorns and Briers growing thick 
there. "This place formerly called Homme, was in ſucceeding times named Eoveſham, 
for the reaſon which I ſhall now declare. #t. Egwin had appointed four Sheepherds 
to feed their flocks about the faid Wood for the ſultenance of his Monks. Now 
on a certain day it happened that one of the faid Sheepherds, named Eoves, emring 
deeply into the midſt of the Wood, there appeared before him a certain moſt glo- 
rious V irgin, attended by two others, her Splendour darkened that of the Sun it ſelf, 
and her Beauty incomparably exceeded all worldly features : ſhe held in her Hand a 
Book, out of. which ihe, with the other two Virgins, ſang Hymns of praiſe ro 
Gad, "The poor man, dazled with this ſplendour, upon which he durſt nor tix his 
eyes, ſtood a while filent and trembling, and preſently after in great fear retired 
home, and repairing to the Biſhop acquainted him with this Vizon. "The Holy 
Biſhop canlidering the matter adviſedly with himſelf, on 2 certain day after he had 
faſted and grayed, king three companions with him, went toward the place de- 
ſxiped. by the Sheepherd, walking all the way bare-foot, praying and ſinging Pſalms ; 
and commanding his attendents te ſtop at a diltagce, he himtfelt paſied farther into 
the Wood, _—_— ame to the place, he fall proſtrate an the ground, «where, 
with onay aghe tears, he meds good Nach imploring a mercifull regard 
from our Lord. Aﬀter which he roſe up trom Prayer, and immediately there ap- | 

peared.to him thethree Virgins, with the _ Mayeſty and Glory as. before; among

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whom ſe who ſtood in the midſt ſeemed more tall and refplendant than the other, 
in pme Whitcne's inbnitely excellitrg Lillies, and in frelhnels Roſes, and from her 
proceeded a celcitial and ineſtimable Odour: tc held in her hand a Book, together 
with a golden ( roſs, cafting forth bright beams of light. Now whit{t he thought 
vaihin himfclf, char ſurely this was the Morher ot our Lord, the faid glorious 
Virgin as it were approving ſuch his inward pious cogitation, ſtretching forrh the 
ſaid < roſs, gave him a PenediQtion with it, and prefently with that farewell diſap- ' 
peared. The Holy man with great joy rendring thanks ro God for this favour, 
underſtood thereby that it was God's will thar the fame piace ſhould be confecrated 
to his Service,and dedicated tothe Honour of the Blefled V irgin, Mother of our Lord.” 
For during his former affiitions and perſecutions he had made a Vow, that if God ' 
would vouchfate to give a profperous end to his delires, he would build a Church 
to his.Service. Hereupon without delay he cleanſed the place, begin the work, and 
ihortly brought it to perfeRtion. Cr. p. 528. 

St. Egwin, Pithop of W/rceſter, undertook a painfull Pilgrimage to Rome, thereby 
to fatishie for the offences of his People, and withall to doe a rigorous Penance for 
tome faults committed in his youth : And to render his Pilgrimage more painfull, 
he, inthe preſence of a great multitude, bound about his Legs certain Iron Chains, 
and caſt the Key, which locked them together, into the River of Avon, publickly 
proteſting, that he would never eſteem himfelf ſecure of the pardon of his ſms, till 
either the Key were reſtored to him. or the Chains unlooſed by a power ſapernatu- 
ral. Having with great pain performed his Voyage, he art laſt arrived at Rome, 
where, whilſt he was performing his Devotions in the Church of St. Peter, his Ser- 
vants going to the River's {ide to buy proviſion for their Maſter, they found in a 
Fiſh s belly the Key which had formerly locked the Chains about his Legs, which 
being brought to him, he in the preſence of a great multitude rmlocked the faid 
Chains. So that he who. before was looked upon as a Smner, was afterwards ho- 
noured as a Saint, Cy. p. 528. 

In the year 7 1 1. when St. Swibere went into a certain Village to celebrate Maſs, 
acertain rich Man who had been a Pagan, but converted, and called Peter, condu- 
cting a Cart laden with Materials for building a Monaſtery ; in the way, by the 
malice of the Devil, Perer fell from rhe Cart under the Wheels, and was taken up 
dead, having his Head and other Members grievioully wounded; by occaſion of 
which, there afiembled a great concourſe of People, when Ds making 
for his Funerals, St. Swibere came to the place, and commanded the Body to be carri- 
&d ro his Cell, which being done, he with many ſighs and tears poured forth his 
Prayers to reſtore to life the ſaid Peter, who was a Servant of. his Monaſtery, then 
rilmg up, and kifling the Body, immediately the dead Man revived, and roſe up 
pertely whole, infomuch as there was not left on his Body the leaſt marks of any 
«wounds, norno ſettling of any bloud. Cyr. p. 538. 

In the ſame hour Se. Sevbere died, his Soul appeared to St. Filebrord, requeſt 
kim that he would be preſent as his Funerals in Ferda ; whereupon he preſently rowok 
Koar, and with ſeveral others made haſte to Werda ; where all theſe, as they were 
theday following, according to Cuſtome, ſinging the Vigi/e of the Dead, a young, 
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Mar was brought among them, who bad been made blind by Lightening, and with 

| his clamours interrupting the Pſalmody, and calling to the Saint to have Jus !.ght re- 

ftored, as ſoon as he had touched the Coin he immediately recovered his light. 

| * Another, who was raging mad, being brought in, and kiiting the cover of the 

| fame Coffin, was preſently reſtored to bis Senftes. A thitd alſo, who was poſletied 
of the Devil, by the fame means was freed from the wicked Spirit. C-. p. 556. 

St. Boniface one morning celebrating Maſs in St. Michae/'s Church in Ordorf ; after 
which, he commanded that Dinner thould be made ready ; but being told that 
there was no Meat, Is i& ſo? anfwered he, How many thou/ands did God feed in the ik 
derneſs, forty years rogether ? Cannot be provide for his Servant, how unworthy ſaever, 
nouriſhment for one day ? Having faid this, he commanded the 'I'able thould be co- 
vered, and. preſently a great Eird flew thither, bringing in her mouth a Fiſh, ſuth- 
cient to fatisFe all rheir hunger, this Fiſh he bid thould be dreficd, which having 
caten, the remainder was caſt into the River. Cr. p. 569. | 

A certain devout Lady, named Irngardis, attended only by two Naids, and her 
Son Gocellin, a Child of little more than eight years of Age, came to ſee the So- 
lemnity of the Canonization of St. Swibert, ( the trit Saint that was ſolemnly Ca- 
noniz'd, ) and todemand the Pope's Eenediciion. Now it —_— that whilſt the 
Poat in which they came, was amongſt others turn'd about for landing, the young 
Child who then {ſtood near his Mother, by reafon of the raſhing of the Poats one 
againſt another, nor being able to keep his ſtanding, fell intothe River ; which his 
Mother ſeeing, would have thrown her ſelf after hi, it ſhe had not been held back 
by fuch as were preſent. This happened'abour five of the Clock at even. Preſently 
one 'of the Maids ran in haſt to acquaint the Afchbiſhop with this calamiry ; who 
came.and found” the Lady in the Church, ſhricking out, and almoſt mad with 
grief ; he with much adoe condudted her to his Lodging, and endeavoured to afſuage 
her grief, bur all in vain; for the whole night ſhe ſpene in weeping, groaning, and 
praying to St. Swiberr, by his accuſtomed” piety ro fuccour his attiizted ſervant ; 
vowing withall, thar if ſhe might have her Child reſtored, ſhe would confecrate 
kim for ever to God's ſervice in his Church. "The day following abour cight of the 
dock in the morning the dead body was found and taken up out of the River : 
Which being preſcnted to his Mother,ſhe became paleand fell into a fwoon ; but be- 
ing recovered, ſhe took the body in her Armes, and attended with a great troup of 
men and women weeping with her, ſhe carried it into the Church, and laid it be- 
fore the Sepulchre of St. Swibere, After which the whole company betook them- 
ſelves to-their Prayers ; and within a very ſhort time the Child's Spirit returned into 
him, fo that he opened his eyes, and flanding upon his feet he looked about with 
wonder on fo great a multitude, and ſpoke ſome tender and kind words to his Mo- 
ther. Cr, p. 687. 

The Pagans Javin cut off St. Edmond's Head, they caſt it into a ſecret place 
in a 'F hicker of the Wood adjoining, there it remained a whole year's ſpace; after 
which the fajid Pagans retiring out of the Countrey, the firſt care of the Chriltians 
Wasto honour their holy King and Martyr. Afembling themſelves therefore to- 
gether out of their lutking places, they — took his Fody out of the — 
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place where it had been caſt, and then with all diligence ſought for the Head ; agd 
whilſt every one of them with equal affeCtion ſearched each corner of the Wood, 
there happened a wonder not heard of in any age before : For whilſt they diſper- 
fed themſelves in all parts, and each one demanJed of his companions, where it 
was that the Danes had calt the Head, the fame Head anſwered them aloud in their 
own "Tongue, Here, here, here ; neither did it ceaſe to cry out in the ſame words, 
till it had brought them to the place. And to add to the wonder, there they found 
a mighty and tierce Wolf, which with irs fore. feet held the Head, as if appointed 
to watch and defend it from other Beaſts, When they were come, the Wolt 
quietly religned it to them. So with joyfull hym ns to God they carried and join'd 
it to the Body, the Wolf in the mean time following them to the place where 
they buried it, after which, the Beaſt returned into the Wood ; in all which time, 
neither did the Wolf hurt any one, neither did any one ſhew the lealt intention to 
hurt the Wolf. Cy. p. 736. 

A certain Scorchman, buried ia the Church at Rhemes, lay many years there un- 
known, till the ground being afterwards digged for the burial of another, his Coin 
was found, but could by no force of Men be opened, till the Paſtour of the place, 
whoſe Name was Hildegarius, coming, ed it a little, and was infinitely raviſhed, 
with the odoriferous ſmell ifluing out +; within the Coffin he ſaw a Body en- 
tire, cloathed with Prieſtly Veſtments ; therefore not daring farther « to violate the 
Sepulchre, bur laying boards over it, upon theſe boards he placed the other dead 
Body : The night lowing his Uncle, who had been dead many years, and was 
a Prieſt, appeared to him, telling him, that he had much offended God in violating 
the Sepulchre of a Holy Man. 'The like did the Holy Man himſelf make known 
to another, commanding him to ſignif to the Prieſt, that unleſs he removed from 
out his Grave the ſtinking Carcaſe, he ſhould quickly receive from God a ſevere 
puniſhment. Whereupon without delay he cauſed a new Grave to be made for the 
newly dead Perſon's Body. Afterward the fame Holy Man in a Vilon required 
a Husbandman, and again a Pric(t, to adviſe him in his Name to remove his Body 
from without into the Church, withall ſignifying, that he was of the Scorriſh | Na- 
tion, that his Name was Merilo/an, and had been murthered in his way towards 
Reme on the River Aiſue ( Axon.)

& Badinke Daughter to King Edgar, a little before her death built a Church to 
the honour of St. Dionyius; at the Conſecration whereof by St. Dunſtan he ab- 
terved how the Virgin frequently with her "Thumb made the ſign of the Craks 
upon her Forehead ; at which being much delighted, he ſaid, May chat Thumb never 
be corrupted, "Thirteen months after her death, St. Dunſtan in a viſion of ſleep faw 
St. Dienyſius holding the Virgin by the hand, who commanded that her memory 
{hould be celebrated on earth ;-the Virgin her ſelf likewiſe admoniſhgd bim to. take 
up her Body ; withall telling hio that he ſhould find her upper parts, her Eyes, and 
Hands, all ed, becauſe in her childiſh age ſhe had employed them lightly 
and vainly ; but wn Thumb, which ſhe had frequently uſed in ;gning her felt with 
the Croſs, and all her lower parts remained uncorrupted, in as much as ſhe had 
bcen always free from impurity and gluttony ; hereupon Sr. D-mſtan went to J/;lron, 
and taking up: her ſacred Relicks, tound all ſhe hatl ſaid'tobe true. But Canuens, 
the Danſb King, who made finall account of Engliſh Saints, was'wont to fay in 
- eſt, he could never believe that a King fo licentious and cruel as K. Eqgar, could 
have a Saint to his Daughter. And when Archbiſhop Edvee defended the fanCtity 
of S. Edithagthe King being then at Mlrengin a paſion commanded-her Sepulchre tg 
be opened ; which being » the holy Virgin was ſeen to. {it up, with a, Veil be- 
fore her face, in a poſture as if ſhe intended to aſſault the King ; at;which he terri- 
bly aftrighted ſtarted back, and fell half dead to the ground; but coming to himſelf, 
he ever held-the holy Virgin in great veneration ; and once being A by 
a 'Tempelt at Sea, he wuplored her affiſtence;; upon which the T'empelt i 
ly ceaſed, and he came fatera;Land. Cr, p., 895. | of 

In the year of Grace one thouſand and twelve, the people. of a Town of Saxmy 
named Celewix ( or Colbee ) being aflembled in the Church dedigated!to the Holy 
Martyr Magnus. On the Vigu of our Lord's Nativity, the Prielt,, named Robert, 
ac:ording to cuſtome, began the frſt Solemn Maſs. Art the fame. time there-were 
tifteen Men and three Women in the-Church-yard dancing.and finging profane 
Songs, and'they made ſuch a noi6/that rhey hindred the , Prieſt, for their voices 
were loudenghan the Chaire which ſang at:Maſs/: 'T'he Prieſt therefare ſent to theng 
once and'agaim:to be quiet, but they comtemned his command,; whereypoa in 
great indignation. he ſaid, May & pleaſe God and Se. Maggus, that you way continue 
finging thus nil a year be: paſſed. Now what, followed ? . This imprecation of 
the Prieſt had ſuch foroe,/ that 4xo,a Son ofthe tame Pricſt, taking his Silter, cal- 
led os, by:the Arme to draw ber from. the reſt, .and. ſhe not being able. to .leave 
them; he. + her Arme:from.her Body, and.yet nota drop of Bloud fas ſeen; 
dhe. therefore with the reſt remained ſinging a whole year, No rain _ 
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them; neither cold nor Beat, hunger' nr thirſt; nor wearinel troubled them. Their 


'Qoths and ſhoes were not 'worn- our, but they continued inceſlantly, like mad peo- 
ple, their fmging. They by dancing fo wore away the ground, that they ſunk into 
the earth, firſt to the knees, and afterward to the middle, the trench became fo deep. 
There was by their friends a kind of pent-houſe raiſed over them, to defend them 


from the foul weather ; but there was no need of it. At laſt, when the year was 
ended, Hereberr, Archbiſhop of Co!cn, came to the place, and abſolved them from: their 
bonds,and bringing them before the A'tar of St. Magnus,he there reconciled them. 'The 


Prieft's Daughter, with two others, preſently gave up the Ghoſt ;, the reſt ſlept three 


days and three nights without waking. Some of them dyed ſhortly after ; but ſome 
remained many years alive, and by a trembling of all their. members publiſhed to 
the world their {in and p:miſhment.

It. ppenee 
afterward, that two Engliſhmen went to adore the Sepulchre of qur Saviour at Ferw- 
ſalem , who at their return loſt their way, and the night coming on them, they 
were in preat pain what would become of them, Being in this perplexity, they 
faw paſhng by.them a company of beautifull young men in white ſhining Garments, 
before whom went two carrying Torches in their hands, which took away all the 
obſcurity of the night. After them followed a comely- old man, attended by two 
on each hand, who looking alide, and ſpying the two Pilgrims, he ſtay'd, asking 
them, who and whence they were, what Religion they profeſſed, who was their 
King, and whar was the cauſe of their journey thither ? They told him they were 
Engliſhmen, and Chriſtians, that their King's name was Edward, that they came to 
vilit the holy places of our Lord's Paſſion and -ReſurreCtion, and that the ſame day 
having wandred outof their way, they knew not where to find lodging or cater- 
tainment. "hen the venerable old man with a chearfull countenangehad them fol- 
low him, conducting them into a moſt beautifull City, where they were moſt deli- 
cately nouriſhed and lodged. In the morning the ſame 'oId man brought them on 
their way, and being out of the City, he faid to them, My Brethren, doubt.not bus

he gave, bring then diſguiſed in the habit of a Pilgrim ; tell him withall that the day of 
his death approaches, and that ſix months hence I will viſit him, and conduft him after 
the Lamb, who is always attended by pure chaſt Souls. As ſoon as he had faid theſe words, 
they preſently found themſelves in their right way ; and with great joy returned 
home. Whither being come, they prefented the Ring to the King, acquainted 
him with the Oracle, and taking him aſide diſcovered to him what was told them 
of his death, As ſoon as they had mentioned the Name of St. obn, the King burſt 
forty into tears, and after he had diligently enquired of them touching the things 
they had ſeen and heard inthe Journey, he diſmitlſed them with thanks. Cr. p. 988.
